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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The trade figures for the month declined slightly in the imports as 
compared with last month. The imports were valued at £2,462,196, 
which is lower than for each of the previous two months. Of this 
amount £969,802 was the value of Australian produce transferred from 
other States, and £1,492,394 goods of oversea origin, of which £1,331,231 
was imported directly from abroad. Compared with September of last 
year, there was an increase of £137,558 in goods of oversea origin, 
principally in apparel and soft goods, drugs and chemicals, and hats and 
caps. The figures for nine months show a total increase in the imports 
of £1,619,775, and in goods of oversea origin of £232,921. The chief 
articles showing increases are those mentioned above. Machines, 
implements, sugar, timber, and leather all show falls. Gold for coinage 
shows a considerable increase. The imports of Australian produce 


during the nine months increased by £1,386,854. 


The oversea exports for the month show a decrease of £120,727, and for the 
nine months there was a decrease of £1,322,205, compared with the 
corresponding periods of last year. The whole of this falling off is 
accounted for, however, by reduced shipments of gold. Excluding gold, 
the exports show an increase of £280,921 for the month, and of 
£944,606 for the nine months, which may be regarded as satisfactory, 
seeing that the other principal articles of export, except wheat, show 
increases, and that further increases in wool and other staples may be 


looked for during the remaining three months of the year. 


The interstate exports are published for the first time, and show the move- 
ment during the first eight months, the figures for September not being 
available. During the eight months there was an increase of £787,538 
as compared with last year. The transfers of Australian produce 
increased by £821,434; but re-exports of British and foreign produce 
declined by £33,896, principally in apparel, metal manufactures, spirits, 
and tobacco. Spelter from Broken Hill shows an increase of over a 
million pounds. Apparel of local production has advanced by £3,346. 
Tobacco, sugar, hats, and boots of local production all show increases. 
Combining the oversea and interstate exports for the eight months, 
there was a decrease of £413,940, all, however, accounted for by the 


shrinkage in gold, 
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Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for September show that the revenue 
was £919,252, or £26,745 more than in September last year. There 
was a large increase in the returns from Railways, and a slight increase 
from Water Supply and Sewerage. The other sources all showed 
decreases, the Commonwealth surplus being £14,937 less than in last 
September. The expenditure during the month was £1,263,855, or 
£122,947 more than last September. The whole of the increase was 
accounted for by increased payments of interest and a payment of 
£87,500 to Sinking Fund. During the first quarter of the financial 
year the revenue has increased by £8,315, and the expenditure decreased 
by £6,764, as compared with the corresponding period of last year. The 
chief features were a heavy loss of land revenue, and a large increase 


from Railways and Tramways. 


Prices.—The monthly price levels given in Table No. 31 show that the 
general index number for September, 1905, was 1,194, and was the highest 
for any month since the end of 1901. For pastoral products, the index 
was 1,261, and for metals, 1,173. These compare with the general 
index of 1,091 for September last year ; 1,123 for December, 1904 ; and 
1,172 for August of this year. The rise in prices, which since 1901 has 
been general among practically all articles, was still maintained. The 
industrial metals kept their high position; silver advanced, and tin 
receded slightly. The movement in wool, tallow, skins, and wheat was 
upward. Butter remained at the same level as in August, which was 
the highest since the end of 1903. The increase in prices since last year 
amounts to over 10 per cent. 


Area under Wheat, 1905-€.—Reports just received indicate that the area to 
be cut for wheat this season will be 1,944,000 acres, and for hay 276,000 
acres. The figures for last season were—wheat 1,776,000 acres, and 
hay 284,000 acres, the increase for the season being 160,000 acres. 
Of the land under wheat 1,706,000 acres, or 77 per cent., are situated 
on the Western Slopes, and in the Riverina, and reports show that with 
anything like favorable weather during October and November, a 
bountiful harvest in the Riverina is practically assured. From the 
Western Slopes the reports are not quite so satisfactory—in the Northern 
portions early rains will ensure a fair yield—in the Central there is a 
risk of the crop being under the average unless there is an early fall. 
In the Southern portion, however, a good yield is expected, owing to 
recent beneficial rains. On the Northern Tableland and Central 
Western Plain, the next largest districts, rain is needed, and the crop 
is doubtful unless it falls early. At present, the indications are that 


the yield for the whole State will slightly exceed 20 million bushels, but 
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so much may happen in the way of weather conditions—adverse or 
otherwise —between now and harvest time, that the figures may be very 


materially altered.

The total area under all crops will probably be 2,801,000 acres, as, against 
2,673,000 acres last year. During the year 200,000 acres of new land 


have come under the plough. 


Meteorology.—During the month the weather was unseasonably cold, and 
very windy. ‘Three falls of rain were experienced, but generally it was 
below the average, the districts which fared best being the Southern 
highlands and Eastern Riverina, with the Northern and Central 
highlands next. On the coast, especially in the north, it was very dry.
